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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1. This office action is in response to after-final request for reconsideration filed on May 06 
20045. 

1. Regarding claims 1, 9, and 18 applicants argued that the system of cited prior art (CPA) 
[Ishac et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,812,861), Russell (U. S. Patent 4,841,492), and Brown (U. S. 
Patent 6,487,667) does not teach or even suggest " the use of disable pin to prevent access to 
stored information such as a pass-phrase within the electronic system ". 
This is not found persuasive. The system of cited prior art CPA teaches and describes method 
that involves establishing an override signal for forcing a powerdown of a memory 
Power controller has indicator that is coupled to main control unit to maintain first component in 
power down state even when power up signal is received. The controller has a main control unit 
that maintains the first and second components in power down state, when it receives the power 
down signal. The components are maintained in power up state, when the power up signal is 
received by the main control unit. An indicator is connected to the main control unit to maintain 
the first component in power down state, even when power up signal is passed, thus can provide 
service to a user in accordance with the identifier and pass-phrase of user and service 
respectively (Ishac: col.6 line 18 to col.9 line 20, Russell: Fig. 6B, Item 22, and Brown: coL21 
line 38 to line 41, and col. 7 line 45 to col. 8 line 5). 
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In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and/w re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 
In this case, please refer Ishac col. 1 1 line 49 to line 63. 

As a result, cited prior art does implement method of data security that relates to a system 
and method for protecting stored confidential information 

Applicants clearly have failed to explicitly identify specific claim limitations, which 
would define a patentable distinction over prior arts. 

The examiner is not trying to teach the invention but is merely trying to interpret the claim 
language in its broadest and reasonable meaning. The examiner will not interpret to read 
narrowly the claim language to read exactly from the specification, but will interpret the claim 
language in the broadest reasonable interpretation in view of the specification. Therefore, the 
examiner asserts that cited prior art does teach or suggest the subject matter broadly recited in 
independent and dependent claims. Accordingly, rejections for Claims 1-23 are respectfully 
maintained.
